Free Men 


Closer Together 


It is encouraging to note that 


while there was bickering among 
the United Nations allies over who 
was most earnest about the cam- 
paign ugainst aggression in Korea 
they arc all standing firm on the 
demand that any cease-tire agree- 
ment include a buffer zone along 
the present battle-line. 


The Reds want that zone estab- 


lished exactly on the 38th parallel, 
for two reasons, (1) It is almost 
.Indefensible from a military stand- 
•point should the Reds want to 
double-cross us later on, and (2) It 
marks the political boundary be- 
tween North and South Korea, and 
to set the buffer zone along the 
battle line farther north would con- 
less to the world that the Reds 
took a licking in the war. 


But the Western allies are stand- 


ing pat. And that's encouraging. 
They arc standing together because 
times now arc much more danger- 
ous than when the Korea fighting 
began. 


A year ago Great Britain was 


conciliatory toward Red China and 
Russia, a bit laggard about helping 
us in the Korean fight. We called 
it "appeasement." But a year later 
we know what the British were 
iifraid of then — because what 
they were afraid of has come to 
pass. 


The British were afraid of trouble 


around their oil supply In the Mid 
die East. And trouble came — in 
Iran. 


But when trouble actually comes 


there is an end to suspense, and 
free men stand together against a 
common, world-wide threat. 


Today 
Americans 
respect the 


British more for keeping a cautious 
eye about the possibility of trouble 
elsewhere besides Korea; and, in 
turn, the British have a higher re- 
gard for our judgment—which was. 
that action speaks 
louder than 


words when you arc dealing with 
the Reds. 


This might mean we are closci 


to world war today than a year ago 
but that is doubtful. It is much 
more likely than the spectacle o: 
the rest of tho world lining up solid 
Jy against them in this moment o 
danger has caused the Russians to 
take new caution. 


Otherwise it is hard to explain 


the action of the Red Chinese it 
ever agreeing to meet with us and 
talk about calling oft the war ir 
Korea.
